Douglas Haig, one of B ritain’s ou t­ 
standing m ilitary commanders, is 
dead. 
Haig’s death occurred last night, 
but news of it was not m ade p ub­ 
lic until early today. 
Haig collap sed wn::s lie w as u n­ 
dressing last night and death fol­ 
lowed shortly from heart disease. 
His death has caused a sensa­ 
tion throughout Britain due to its 
suddenness. 
It was remembered that only last 
Satu rday he attended a Boy Scout's 
rally at Richmond and at th a t time 
ap p eared in excellent health. 
Death came to Earl H aig at the 
Princes Gate residence of his bro­ 
ther-in-law, W. G. Jam eson. 
The 
house i3 adjacent to the new' Am er­ 
ican Embassy building. 
Members of the fam ily 
were 
deep ly shocked by thc suddenness 
of the Earl’s death, rem arking th at 
all day yesterday he 
w as 
in a 
bright and cheery mood. 
Earl Haig was 6fi years old, he 
achieved great renown du ring the 
World W ar through he served suc­ 
cessively as commander of the first 
army in 1914 to 1915 and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Exp idition- 
ary Forces in France and Flanders 
from 1915 to 1919. 
Cited Many Times 
In 1919 he was ap p ointed Field 
Marshal and Commander v Chief 
of the farces in G reat Britain. He 
held this p ost until the following 
year. 
For his services du ring the w ar 
Haig wras cited many tim es and 
received decorations from several 
other governm ents besides his own. 
He is survived by Lady Haig 
and one son and three dau ghters.

What 19 27 Brought 


Looking back a t 1927, the American people will 
say that on the whole, it has been a v ery good year.

tent. Tornadoes and hurricanes hav e sw ept m any lo­ 
calities. Yet the people hav e risen with the energy 
tha t always characterizes the American tem pera­ 
ment, to recov er from these difficulties. 
In the world at large, the year has brought slow 
but steady recov ery from the war. 
China saw civ il 
w ar for some months, ending in the final breaking 
of relations with the Russian Communists, a step 
tha t m ust work toward quieting a world menace. 
Europe continues to be stirred by rum ors of wars, 
but no one seems to want to do much fighting. 
The generation that saw this last w ar does not 
w ant any more of them, and by the tim e the next 
one comes on the stage, it can be hoped that the 
w orld’s intelligence will hav e got to the point wdiere 
it will see the idiocy of wars. 


The Outflow of Gold 
Large shipm ents of gold to foreign countries hav e 
occurred during recent months, and business men 
are wondering how it will affect them . 
The United 
States has been In possession during recent years 
of about half of the gold supply of the world, W'hich 
is an abnormal condition, due to the pov erty of 
Europe as the result of the World war. 
They hav e 
had to send us much of their gold to 
pay 
their 
debts. But som ething more than $125,000,000 w orth 
of gold has been sent out of the United S tates since 
Sept. 1, though much of this export is probably due 
to loans made for enterprises in foreign lands. 
As our currency and credit system is based on 
gold, the possession of such an enormous supply 
tends to increase our credit facilities, and to m ake 
the rates of interest low. 
When money can be bor­ 
rowed at such low rates of interest, it encourages 
the borrowing of money for industrial purposes, 
which helps create prosperity. 
But whten money can be borrowed at such low 
rates, the result is to encourage stock speculation, 
which m ay be carried too far. It may hav e a con­ 
siderable effect to encourage people to em bark in 
unsound business schemes, and thus create an in­ 
flated and topheav y condition of business, in which 
m any people owe too much money. 
It would seem for the adv antage of the business 
com m unity for the rates of interest to 
continue 
along just about the same year after year. If they 
get too high, it discourages business, and if 
they 
g et too low, it encourages speculation. 
As our v ast 
stock of gold tends to such low' interest rates, it 
m ight be a healthful thing if the currents of trade 
took a considerable part of it back to Europe. This 
would help them improv e their financial status, and 
thus be in a position to buy more Am erican goods.

Douglas Haig, one of Britain’s out­ 
standing military commanders, is 
dead. 
H aig’s death occurred last night, 
but news of it was not made pub­ 
lic until early today. 
Haig collapsed wn. e ne w as un­ 
dressing last night and death fol­ 
lowed shortly from heart disease. 
His death has caused a sensa­ 
tion throughout Britain due to its 
suddenness. 
It was remembered that only last 
Saturday he attended a Boy Scout’s 
rally at Richmond and at that time 
appeared in excellent health. 
Death came to Earl Haig at the 
Princes Gate residence of his bro­ 
ther-in-law, W. G. Jameson.

ican Embassy building.

Looking back a t 1927, the American people will 
nay that on the whole, it has been a very good year. 
Some clouds have darkened our horizon, but on the 
whole the sunshine has predominated. 
In the business world, the high tide of 1926 has 
not been quite duplicated. Business has been more 
spotty. 
Agriculture is slowly improving, but has 
not yet reached the normal conditions prevailing 
before the war. The farm er still has to work hard­ 
er for his dollar than the city dweller. 
Several in­ 
dustries, notably shoes and textiles, have had times 
times of dragging behind the procession. 
The American people have had plenty of money 
to spend. But much of It goes into new things they 
formerly did not have, like automobiles and radios, 
which in some cases leads them to cut down 
on 
things formerly considered essential. 
The greatest calam ity of the year has been the 
terrible Mississippi flood, the m arks of which will 
last for many years. 
Vermont suffered an experi­ 
ence equally tragic, though not nearly so vast In ex­ 
tent. Tornadoes and hurricanes have swept m any lo­ 
calities. Yet the people have risen with the energy 
that always characterizes the American tem pera­ 
ment, to recover from these difficulties. 
In the world at large, the year has brought slow 
but steady recovery from the war. 
China saw civil 
war for some months, ending in the final breaking 
of relations with the Russian Communists, a step 
that must work toward quieting a world menace. 
Europe continues to be stirred by rum ors of wars, 
but no one seems to want to do much fighting. 
The generation that saw this last w ar does not 
want any m ore of them, and by the time the next 
one comes on the stage, it can be hoped th at the 
world’s intelligence will have got to the point where 
it will see the idiocy of wars. 


The Outflow of Gold 
Large shipments of gold to foreign countries have 
occurred during recent months, and business men 
are wondering how it will affect them. 
The United 
States has been In possession during recent years 
of about half of the gold supply of the world, which 
is an abnorm al condition, due to the poverty of 
Europe as the result of the World war. 
They have 
had to send us much of their gold to 
pay 
their 
debts. But som ething more than $125,000,000 w orth 
of gold has been sent out of the United States since 
Sept. I, though much of this export is probably due 
to loans made for enterprises in foreign lands. 
As our currency and credit system is based on 
gold, the possession of such an enormous supply 
tends to increase our credit facilities, and to m ake 
the rates of interest low'. When money can be bor­ 
rowed at such low rates of interest, it encourages 
the borrowing of money for industrial purposes, 
which helps create prosperity.
